Germany's 
ver.siiiii of wb il has transpired t as 
n )t been received and therefore the 
story has only been half told. Under 
existing conditions of communica- 
tions it will be lonsr before the prog- 
ress of the German army can be re- 
counted to the o»^{side wgr|d. 

The same applies to mtyrements of 
the Austria-Hungafliin army, small 
detachments whiehare operating 
agiiinst Servia and the remainder 
iloubilcss are being sent to check the 
Russiap advance. Beyond the decla- 
ration of war by Austria on Russia 
yesterday, little is known of whatac 
tion Austria is taking, and only mea- 
geir details have filtered through of 
the Aoatrlan army's operattons.

I'residen: Carliajaland i ien. \ elas- 
co began their conference at noon 
to-day and discusned the question 
whether it would be better to turn 
over the capital to the Constitution 
alists uncon litionaily or resist their 
entry by force of arms In political 
circles it was declared that Gen. Vel- 
asco was in favor of meetinjf Carran- 
za' s demand to evacuate the city. 

A proclamation by Geo. Ko'bles 
and Gen. Dominguez^ personal rep- 
resentatives of Carranza was pub- 
lished in all the mornintr n. wspap. i> 
to-day and created a good imi)r< <• 
sion. The document guaranteed the 
peaceful entry of the eonquering 
army.

noon. Death came after a brave 
atruggle of months against Bright's 
disease with complications. 

Tl'e I'residi nt was OKinipK tely un- 
nerved by the shock and his grief 
was heart-rending. He bore up well 
under the strain, however, and de- 
voted himself to his daughters. 

I'li'i.'ral arrar.^'cMi. nt s have not 
been made. The place of burial will 
be either Rome, Ga , where Mrs. 
Wilson once livi'd, nr Princeton, N. 
J., where the I'amiiy loved (or 2'> 
years. 

Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, nee Miss 
Ellen Louise Axson. was bom in Sa> 

vannr.h, Ga. .She was the daughter 
of Rev. E'i'.vrmi and Mart^aretJ. 
Axson. She received her earlier ed- 
ucation in private schools at Rome 
and Savannah. Ga., and later studied 
at the Art. Sti 1. ift>' league in New- 
York. She was married to President 
Wilson at Savannah, June 24.1885. 

She was considered one of the ra- 
diant beaotiei of the South at the 
litne of her ttiarriaKe, and was ex- 
tremely populur both in Savannah 
and Rome, Ga., whare she spent a 
number of yeari. 

The year of the Wilson-Axson un 
ion synchronized with Mr. Wilson's 
aseeptance of a professorship in Bryn 
Mawr college, where, as the wife of 
ih." young edueator, Mr?. Wil.'on at- 
tracted much attention by her ready 
wit and her faculty for charming 
conversation. She had large brown 
eyes, her features were small and 
regular nn.l her h.-ad was eri)\vn.'i| 
wiih a wealth of waving brown hair.

Vries found oat that what is calle<1 
"ppnntaneona variation" oonld be 
much greater than waa at first sup- 
podod. He called this rapid sponta- 
neous variation "mutation." Now, 
FpontaneouB variation ia that varia* 
tion tlint takes place in planti' or 
aiiitiinl.u in one or two generations. 
In otlu r words, it is the observed 
(lifTcrence between certain offspring 
iind their parents or grandparents. 
It was found tlint a c-hnnge of cli- 
mate or ciivironrneiit would cause a 
very pri'at viiridlioii in one gencni- 
tion. He found this especially ho 
in plants. So now one can aic pt 
Darwin's modifn-d theory and tbo 
theory of the geologists in respect 
to the aga of tta eufh at one and 
the jame tfane.

TIME FOR SELECTING SEED 



to Mar1( HIila While Potato Vines 
Are Vlgeraua and Prsdiietlve> 
nese— Avoid Runta.

OVER 2 LBS. 

Remains Of Mammotli Animal 
Ffond Between Hidman 
and Dyeifiborg. 

Hickman, Kjr.. Aug. 5.~Dr. R. S. 

Parks has had in his possession and 
on exhibition in Lake county, the 
county adjoining thisooanty, a large 
tooth weighing ov«r two ppabds, 
which ha.s attracted much attention. 
This tooth was found near Lennox, 
several miles from Hickman on the 
new C. M. & G. railroad, by some 
timber men m an enbanltment where 
the water had washed the soil away, 
leaving the tooth bar*. Tb« tooth 
was hollow or a portion broken off. 
At the same place another tooth was 
found, which ia in poMMrion of a 
Mr. Childers at Dysnborg. This 
tooth weighs six pounds. Also a 
large leg bone was found, and the 
teeth and 1^ bone are, no doubt, 
tho?e ')f soiDe animal, which roamed 
over this country centuries ago, pos- 
sibly the remdns of a Mastodon. 
Dr. Parks is going to send the tooth 
in his possession to the Smithsonian 
Institute at Washington, and have it 
examined.

The whereabouts of Saul Stanley 
and Mrs. Gaud Brown, who desert- 
ed their hiifband and wife and 
eioped together several weeks^ ago 
were found out litst week, and im- 
mediately following the informa- 
tion they were arrested by author- 
ities in their haven of refuge and 
They were located 
at Fairmoont a sinall village in the 
State ofWasMntrton, on the coast 
side of the mountains. 

Wednesday morning Mrs. Stanley 
and Mr. Claude Brown, the wife 
and husband of the elopers, accom- 
panie 1 by their attorney, C. C. 
Adams, left for that place armed 
with the necessary papers for se- 
curing a requisition, provided the 
federal Kovcrnnicnt would not fake 
hold of the case, which it has failed 
to do up to the present time. If a 
federal charge is preferred against 
Stanley he may be fined SS.OOO and 
five years in the pennitentiary If 
the federal government fails to in- 
terest itself in the matter it is not 
known just what efaarge'wiil be pre- 
ferred. 

Stanley and Mr.s. lirown eloped 
several weeks ago. Stanley pro-, 
cared an aatomobile in Cincinnati 

ariii drove out to the home of Brown, 
who was a near neighbor, and she 
stole away from her husband while 
he slept. Previous to the elopement 
Stanley had plaeed a mortftage on 
his farm for about all it was worth. 
I He had also sold otT most of his 
! stock and had burrowed sn,all sums 
|of nooney from friends, it is said 
Mrs. Stanley was left with the ba^ 
toholti, to;i:ether with three chil- 
dren, one of whom is an infant in 
arms. 

Un the night of the elopement 
Mrs. Stanley attended a recital in 
Williamstown in which one of her 
children was a performer. Stanley 
toM her hs eoald not come with 
her as he hsd a business esgsgantent 
that night. 

A telegram was reodved from 
Stanley Wednesday morning by 
Jailer, J. D. Ullard. The telegram 
asked Lillard to see .Mrs. Stanley 
and I'laude Brown and tell them not 
to go to the expense of coming after 
him, that he would come home as 
soon as he was release 1 and would 
make jfood in the way of turning 
over money he had. The telegram 
was shown to Mrs. Stanley. She de- 
clared that she kr.ew her errant 
husband too wtil, and if he was re- 
leased he would g ' the other way. 

Mr. Adama was armed with «11 
the neoeasary papers in the case 

when he started u rsi. and it seems 
likely that Stanley and Ids paramour 
will be prosecuted in Washington on 
a chargie of living In adultery. The 
penalty In that state fur the offense 
is from one to five years ia the peni- 
tentiary.

Ono of the best ways to use scrap 
lumber is to build lio^ houses out of 
It. If there is no hnudi r l> lriK around 
In the ^^'uy It will pay to buy new, even 
at the present high pcieea^ tui fcaOi 
the hog houses. 

If It pays to uke eaia e( the Uttla 

pigs vsbcn the butcher's stuff Is bring- 
ing four and five cecte a pound, it Is 
doubly proflXabIc when they are eight 
or ten cents. 

We have ten Duroc Jersey brood 
sows and ten colony houses, built and 
fenced off, as shown in the drawing. 

These honsea ware built out of lum- 
ber that came out of an old frame 
building once used as a saw mill. 

We bought the old mill, the frame of 
whieh vaa S9 teet wU», 100 tael toag

and two storiee high; all the framing 
timbers were aa good as when pat la 
the bulldlag. The aerap Innber we 
worked lata the bog houaaa aod the 
frame and the beat lanber we need la 
building aa vp4(MUte feed ban. 



During the paat few weeka tlia 

Work on the I'ennyroy.i! Apnvtment 
Building, on South Mam street, has 
been going on rapidly and in a short 
time the work ia expected to ba 
tirely completed and tha bafMiv 
ready for occupancy. The building 
is an exceptionally handsome one of 
modern design and structure. It 
will be famished and equipped in 
the moat modern way and patterned 
on the order of the apartmenis in 
the larger cities. At first it was in> 
tended for this building to ba OHd 
a.4 nn office building, but later it was 
decided best to change these plana 
and finish it as an apartment house. 

It ia a four atory building of hjr- 
draalic preaa c d brick of a light gray 
color, trimmed with white stone. 
The first floor will be lilted up for 
offices, on the north side. On the 
south side there will be a cafe, a lob- 
by and a kitchen. A apaehnn eof* 
ridor will extend entirely through 
the building between the otiices and 
the cafe, giving aeceae to the pablie 
baths and toilet roonoa in the rear. 

The three upper floors are arrang- 
ed for four aparttiicnt.'; on each floor. 
All these are to be completely fitted 
ap with hatha, having hot and cold 
water and fuel, gas connections, 
steam heat, electric lights, a public 
waiting room on each floor, and pub- 
lic and private corridors to all en- 
trances to apartmenta. 

The buildinjr will be etinippi'd with 
an electric passenger elevator with 
all modern safety appliances. The 
elevator will accommodate twelve 
pasaengers at a time and travel at 
the rate of 12.') feet a minute. It 
will have an attractive appearance on 
the iiuide and has side panel mir- 
rors on the sides. The elevator will 
travel from the first floor to the roof , 
; giving everyone passage to the Ix-au- 
tif ttl roof garden which is to be one 
of the featarea of tha baildiar 
Stairways also connect all the fl wrs. 

The fire escapes at the rear of the 
building will be builtof steel extend- 
ing from the roof with grill plat- 
forms at each floor, placed at the 
junetion of the public corridors. 
Each floor, too, is equipped with a 
two*incb stand pipe with fire hoee 
conneetiona, aa a further proteetioo 
against fire. 

The interior trim is to be of red 
gum with birch doors all atained 
dark mahogany, with dull flniah. 
The lobby and vestibule floors will be 
of terrazzo with borders; the rest of 
the first floor will be of Atlaa white 
with cement borders; all the other 
floors are of Southern pine. The side, 
walls, and ceilings through thebuiUl- 
ing will be painted three coata of flat 
wall flniah. 

W. R. Gatlin is the architect who 
designed the building. The gen- 
eral contracting is done by the Forbes 
Manufacturing Co., Inc. The build- 
ing committee ia made up of. A. D. 
Noe, Sr.. Dr. T. W. Blakay aod L. 
N. Parki.

Germany's First Set Back. 

Germany, in pushing ita advance 
through Belgium Wednesday met 
with strong opp()silion arour.d I.ieKe, 
where the Belgian forces, according 
to official advices reaeMng Bmasels, 
have repulsed the German army of 
the Meuse under Gen. Von Emmich. 
The Gernums are reported to have 
lost several thousand in killed and 
wounded, field Marshal KItchaner 
hafl lK>en appointed Seeratary of 
State for War in the British Cabinet 
and will have under his direction the 
military campaign agaioat Ger- 
many. The French troopshave join- 
ed the Relginns in opposing thi- prog- 
ress of Germany throu^ih ilel>{ium, 
and it is reported that po&<<ibly Great 
Britain may acnd re-enfucwmenta.
